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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the anchor elements are not 
integrally connected with at least two terminal wall elements. The anchor elements of Davila are integrally connected with the terminal wall 
elements via bridges 116, since the connection is not separable. It is noted that a W shaped anchor element inherently includes v-shapes. 
Further, since Davila discloses integral connection (see fig. 3), it does not teach away. 
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
